EXAMINER SAYS 
CITY IS IN NEED 


OF ‘EFFICIENCY’ 


Treasurer Hall Criticized 


For Ignoring Law; Lists 


Findings Of $3,567 


Recommendations for more effi­ 
ciency of East Liverpool city offi­ 
cers and boards were made by 
State Examiner G. W. Chamber­ 
lain, whose report covering the 
period from Sept I, 1939, to April 
30, 1940, was made public today. 
The examiner listed findings to­ 
taling $3,587.27, of 
which 
only 
$107.85 were called “findings for 
recovery” and the remaining $3,- 
459.42 labeled “findings for adjust­ 
ment." 
Much of Mr. Chamberlain’s 97- 
page report was filled with remind­ 
ers to city officials of provisions 
of law governing their duties. 
Notes 'Stretching Of Law* 
He noted "a tendency toward 
stretching the law in certain in­ 
stances" in keeping "expenditures 
from the auto license and gas tax 
street funds within the letter of 
the law." 
Criticizing Treasurer Clyde V. 
Hall for laxities, he also recom­ 
mended an “extensive drive to col­ 
lect all past-due accounts of the 
waterworks department" and cited 
the office of eafety-service direc­ 
tor for failing to maintain ledger 
accounts of expenditures as to ap­ 
propriations. 
In many instances, the examiner 
did not cite dates in his findings 
or recommendations, leaving ob­ 
servers puzzled as to whether he 
was referring to the administra­ 
tion of former Democratic Mayor 
Lee C. Cop*nhaver, which left of­ 
fice Dec. 31, 1939. or to the re­ 
gime of Mayor O. Earl Greenawalt, 
which has been in effect since then. 
Virtually every one of the find­ 
ings were for overpayment, dupli­ 
cate payment or some error 
in 
bookkeeping or addition. 
Recovery Findings Listed 
Those listed for recovery and 
Mr. Chamberlain’s reasons for re­ 
turning them, are:

Heavy Toll Of Five-Day Nazi 


Blitzkrieg Disclosed

Employment has increased tremendously during 
the last year and most of the younger, able-bodied 
men have gone back to private payrolls but there Is 
still a great army of mea able and willing to work 
who cannot fled jobs and it is significant that the 
age of WPA employes had shown a steady rise until 
now it is fairly accurate to estim ate most of those 
Feraalnlng ob its lists have little chance of getting 
back in industry. 
Once upon a time these unemployables were left 
to shift for them selves but in providing "made 
w ork” during the emergency, the government estab­ 
lished a policy which cannot be canceled. Having 
adopted as its charges during the emergency those 
who needed work and could not find it, the nation 
finds them established as perm anent members of 
its household. 
Relief expenditures will drop during the coming 
year but they cannot and will not be abolished 
for the WPA or som ething like it ie here to stay, 
come what may in the fortunes of American busi­ 
ness.

The Battle Of Production Calls On U. S. Business 


To Forget Rivalry And Work For A Common Cause

F 
OR nearly 12 years the captains 
of 
American 
Industry 
have 
been passing through an experi­ 
ence which has shaken their self­ 
confidence. 
In 1929 they saw the 
collapse of the structure of pros­ 
perity which they had reared. 
Beginning in 1933 they have lived 
in the presence of a popular move­ 
ment which placed in public office 
legislators and executives who, lf 
they were not actively hostile to 
the industrialists, had certainly no 
great friendliness for them. 
The 
net result of this trying experi­ 
ence has been the feeling that

trusted 
or 
counted upon to do great things 
for the nation.

were called upon to organlte the 
arm ory of America and, therefore, 
of human freedom. 
Never since American enterprise 
opened up th li continent have busi­ 
nessmen been called upon to play 
so great an historic role. The task 
which is intrusted to Mr. Knudsen 
and through him to the industrial 
producers of America belongs not 
to the annals of ordinary boniness 
but, like the building of tbe trans­ 
continental railroads and the open­ 
ing of tbe west, to the epic of 
America.

This will require not merely an 
unhesitating acceptance but posi­

needs. One company may think it 
can make some profit by continu­ 
ing to prefer its old customers to 
the needs of the nation. 
But for 
business as a whole this Is a policy 
of penny wise and pound foolish.

HILE President Roosevelt, to 
his broadcast of Dec. 29 and 
lo his message to congress Jan.

Norway and Denm ark; restoration 
of German colonies; protection of 
racial and religious m inorities in 
all countries; internationalisation 
of the Suez canal; no indemnities 
or reparations; and arm s limita­ 
tion. 
In offering his plan. Sen. W heel­ 
e r adm itted that “a Just peace is 
difficult, if not impossible, to ab­ 
stractly define while war rages. 
It la too completely dependent up­ 
on the attitude of the belligerents.”

jOTHING could be more natural 
> or 
more tem pting than the 
hope of discovering a formula of 
peace which would 
prevent the 
continuance 
and 
expansion

war. 
In any discussion of war 
and peace, however, it la essential 
to distinguish between the short­ 
term objectives of the belligerents. 
or w ar aims, and th eir long-term 
objectives, or peace aims. 
The British have defined their 
war aims as the need to “crush 
H itlerism ’*; the G ermans have de­ 
fined their war aim s as the need 
to destroy the British Empire. 
A fter IS months of war, neither 
of the belligerents has achieved 
its short term objective, but neith. 
er has abandoned 
the hope of 
ultim ate victory. 


W hat Ars Their Peace Airns? 
G 
' RANTED that Britain and Ger- 
1 many 
succeed 
in 
avoiding 
a stalem ate, and th at one of them 
fulfills its war aim s, the victor 
will still be confronted with the 
task of carrying out its long-term 
objectives, or peace alm s. N either 
B ritajn nor Germany ha* offered 
a detailed blueprint of tbe order 
of things It plana to create once 
the war is over. 
But the Nazis, obviously dissat­ 
isfied with the pre-war situation, 
bave already taken a series of 
m easures on the European contk 


nent th at foreshadow their concept 
of a "new order”. 
The British, relatively satisfied 
with 
p rew ar 
conditions, 
have 
been 
concerned 
principally with 
the restoration of rights and free­ 
doms curtailed or destroyed by the 
Nazis, and have postponed defini­ 
tion of their peace aims until the 
defeat of Hitler. 
U nder the circum stances, is there 
a meeting-ground betw een British 
and German peace aim s? Or la the 
conflict between them, as the Brit­ 
ish and Germans both believe, a 
conflict between two worlds, one 
of which m ust trium ph at tbe ex­ 
pense of the other? 
THE first, and most im portant, 
obsthrle to a negotiated peace, 
is th at neither of the belligerents 
trusts the other. 
The British feel 
that a peace concluded with H itler 
would be another, and far more 
disastrous, 
Munich — an 
uneasy 
truce which would give Germany 
leisure to prepare for a final blow 
against what would be left of the 
western world. 
The Germans, 
for their part, 
fear th at tbe British might seek 
to break up the German state, and 
reduce it to the position of a sec­ 
ond-class power. 
Another im portant obstacle to a 
negotiated peace, from the British 
point of view, is that a peace con­ 
cluded today between Britain and 
Germany would be equivalent to 
a N ail victory. 
At a peace conference held today 
Germany, with its arm y and most 
of its Industry Intact, would insist 
on retaining Its hegemony of Eu­ 
rope. 
It would demand a substan­ 
tial share of Africa—far more than 
mere restoration of G erm any's pre­ 
war colonies. 
It would insist on 
free access by a German-controlled 
Europe to the foodstuffs and raw 
m aterials of Latin America. 
Even if it did not insist on sur­ 
render of part of the British fleet, 
it would have obtained strategic 
bases in Europe and Africa from 
which it could menace the British. 
The most th at the British could 
expect from a negotiated 
peace 
would be to keep the British Isles, 
and to retain nominal control of 
those parts of the Empire that Ile 
outside Africa—with their commu­ 
nications constantly threatened by 
combined German, Italian and Jap­ 
anese forces. 
There Is no indication th at Ger­ 
many would be prepared, as sug­ 
gested by Sen. W heeler, to restore 
the independence of w estern Eu­

Responsibilities Of The U. 8.

If, as the British see it, the alter­ 
native to a negotiated peace ii 
complete and total defeat of Hitler, 
then Americana w ant to know: can 
tbe British achieve this w ar aim? 
The answ er, so far as can be

The Public Comb 


We Deplore Its Passing And View 


With Decided Alarm Reason Given

T 
H E other day we saw a fellow in a hotel lobby 
whip out a pocket comb and nonchalantly comb 
his hair. That reminded us of a piece we long have 
been intending to w rite about the passing of another 
g reat American convenience. This is the public comb 
th at need to be found in all washrooms. 
It generally was hung on the wall by a string or 
a chain Just under a cracked and cloudy mirror. 
Sometim es the string or chain was so short It re ­ 
quired scroonching down by a tall fellow or standing 
on tiptoe by a sawed-off guy to m anipulate the comb. 
And tbe string or chain always was interfering to 
some extent with the combing process. 
However, even against these disadvantages it was 
possible to arrive at a part in the thatch that was at 
least more orderly than can be attained by using tbs 
rin g ed for a comb, which a fellow has to do nowa­ 
days lf he is not in the habit of carrying his own 
comb. Often a hair brush also hung alongside the 
comb on the wall, but after a few year* of hanging 
It had no utility value and besides was ap t to appear 
uninviting. 
B ut the comb w as a distinct publlo asset. It is trus 
th at it was prone to losing some of its teeth after 
long use and often had a snaggly appearance. More­ 
over, the last user nearly always left a little dandruff 
in it, and as the anchor prevented any general 
cleansing, a veteran comb finally took on the aspect 
of a chinked-in picket fence. You could not run water 
through some of them.

EVERTHELESS, the comb was there, a symbol 
of free and willing service to the public by the 
establishm ent in which it was found. It is the trend 
aw ay from thie spirit as evidenced by the disappear­ 
ance of the comb which we deplore alm ost as much 
aa the lost convenience. It is the reason behind tbe 
disappearance of the public comb th a t causes us 
deep anguish. It 4s the larcenous mood of the genera­ 
tion. People took to stealing the comb. It got so it 
was Impossible to keep a comb in a public place for 
any length of time because of thievery. 
Some villain would tear the comb loose from Its 
mooring before It had been up 24 hours. If it was 
chain-anchored, they would take the chain, too. It is 
a sad comm entary on the tim es when you reflect 
th at a comb need to hang for years and years with 
no user ever dream ing of copping it for his own in­ 
dividual purposes. Occasionally an irascible fellow la 
a hurry might yank the comb loose because he could 
not handle it attached, but he always left the comb 
behind him. 
We have known combs that have served many men, 
and their sons after them , honorable old combs th at 
to their time collected enough stray hairs to make 
toupees for all the bald heads on the Atlantic sea­ 
board. No doubt great rogues were among those who 
used the combs, but they would have disdained tbe 
thought of theftlng them . No one ever stole one of 
those old time hair brushes, either. They probably 
just got ap and tottered off under their own anim a­ 
tion. 
T 
H E larceny of the public comb naturally killed the 
spirit of public service lh those who supplied 
them . It was not the cost of the comb that hurt, but 
the ingratitude of the thieves. 
W e have heard some talk of the passing of the 
public comb because of sanitary reasons, but old 
tim e users of the comb were healthier and had more 
balr than this generation, so we suspect sanitation 
Is Just an alibi cooked up by comb crooks whose con­ 
science finally K ong them to some sort of defense. 
And yet we suppose we should not be surprised at 
comb kidnaping by a generation th at annually nabs 
millions of dollars worth of table utensils, linens, 
books, pictures and other odds and ends from cafes 
and hotels and Pullm an cars and even steels from 
itself by stealing articles designed by municipalities 
or the governm ent for public convenience and com­ 
fort th at it pays for in taxation. 
W e can think of but one thing th at the larceny- 
minded mem bers of the population of today will not 
steal. T hat is the postoffice pen. The one that seldom 
bas more than half tbe nib. We have figured out 
th at the reason the postoffice pen seem s immune to 
light fingers is that it is so useless that even a petty 
larceny thief would not be caught dead with one.

Supported By State Geologist

Ohio Chamber of Commerce directors’ suggestion that the legislature 
establish a water supply board to husband the state's dwindling water 
resources. 
“If we’re going to maintain industry, we’ll have to have loto of 
water. Big industrial plants a re * ------------------------------------------------- 
thinking In terms of millions of 
gallons a day. Dozens of towns are 
bard up for water and their growth 
will be halted unless they get 
more,” said Stout, who would be a 
member of the board proposed by 
the Ohio chamber. 
'Serious Situation’ Cited 
A. Graves William* of Portsmouth 
c h a m b e r 
president, 
declared: 
“There exists a serious situation 
caused by the recession of the 
water table—es much as 90 feet in 
35 years In some areas. This is 
having a harmful effect upon agri­ 
culture, municipal water supply 
and particularly industry which is 
dependent upon underground sup. 
piles.” 
The chamber directors suggested 
that the board be created “to col­ 
lect data pertaining to the supply, 
use. conservation and replenish­ 
ment of the consumable water, 
both 
underground 
and 
surface, 
throughout the state.” 
Such a board existed for several 
years before former Gov. Martin 


L. Davey In 1935 vetoed an appro­ 
priation to support the Ohio water 
conservation board. Since then Its 
secretary, David Warner, has con­ 
tinued his work of collecting data 
without salary. 
Five-Man Board Proposed 
The proposed board would con­ 
sist of the state geologist, the 
chairman of the Ohio State uni­ 
versity civil engineering depart­ 
ment and the heads of the state 
health, public works and agricul­ 
ture departments, to serve without 
additional salary. 
The governor also would appoint 
a non partisan advisory committee 
to the water supply board with five 
members to serve five years with­ 
out compensation other than travel­ 
ing expenses and to meet not few­ 
er than four times a year. 
The Ohio chamber directors also 
recommended complete revision of 
Ohio civil service laws to put the 
system under a director and a com­ 
mission of three or five members 


Instead of the present two-member 
commission. 
The directors also decided to ask 
the state tax department for a rul­ 
ing granting property used in pro­ 
duction for the national defense 
program the 
same depreciation 
rate* as permitted by the federal 
government

Wage»?The Early Potters NeverWere Certain 


By LUCILLE T. COX 
In the beginning of the pot­ 
tery industry here, the payment 
of wages was a farce. An employe 
was never certain what he would 
receive on pay day in lieu of 
money. Anything from dishes he 
helped make to cast off clothing 
of his employer could be given 
as payment for the long hour* he 
spent in the shop. 
The worker had not the voice in 
wage discussions that he has to­ 
day. 
There are many stories sprinkled 
through the history of East Liver­ 
pool potteries telling of this prac­ 
tice. One account, rich in human 
interest, comes from the Salt JI 
Mear pottery located in the aban­ 
doned Mansion House at the foot 
of Washington at. 
New Pottery Started 
In the early 1840’s, the people 
of the river village were aroused 
to the possibilities of an artisan 
industry supporting the Inhabit­ 
ants. James Bennett and Benjamin 
Harker 
had 
proven 
that 
good 
earthenware could be made from 
the clays found in the hills be­ 
hind the town. In 1842 the empty 
hotel, 
known 
as 
the 
Mansion 
House, was taken over as a pot­ 
tery. James Salt, Frederick Mear. 
James Ogden and John Hancock 
formed a company to make yellow 
ware and Rockingham. 
Work benches ware erected In 
the spacious rooms of the onetime 
famous inn. The basement was 
converted into a sliphouae. An out­ 
side oven type kiln was erected. 
a slip vat equipped with wooden 
harness and a blind 
hors* in­ 
stalled in the yard back of the 
building and the pottery began op­ 
erations. Hancock died within a 
year and Ogden retired. The remain­ 
ing partners carried on, the firm 
being known as Salt ft Mear. 
Skilled workmen were difficult 
to find and the owners performed 
all the duties of their small pot­ 
tery from slipmaker to warehouse­ 
man. The 
wife of James 
Salt 
solved the question of finding a 
market for their finished product. 
With a basket of her husband’s 
ware balanced on her head she 
tramped through the village, up 
and down the wooded .hill paths, 
visiting every home and selling the 
new commodity to 
the 
pioneer 
housewives. 
Small Bey Gats Job 
For several years th# two pot­ 
ters worked unaided, then one day 
In 1847 a small. freckl*d-fac6 boy 
appeared in the sliphouse. Fred­ 
erick Mear, who had been stirring 
the bubbling clay in the slip kiln. 
straightened his tired back and 
smiled qulsslcaliy at the lad. 
“I dinna knowst but wha’ ye 
maybe a stranger to me,” he said 
pleasantly. “Whs’s yer name, lad?” 
“ ’Tis Isaiah Colclough,” the boy 
replied diffidently. “I’ve cornea I' 
to find a bit O’ work. We just got 
I* from th* ould countree and’ I’ve 
got to ’eip at ’ome a bit.” 
“From ould England, eh?” the 
man’* faee brightened. “Well. lad. 
wha' can ye be doin’? Work I’ 
th’ shops at ’ome?” 
"Aye,’ the boy answered, elpin' 
to lug clay abooL Dinna ye need 
sumone to drive yon ’orse aboot 
the vat?” 
“Cornea to think o’ it,” Mear re­ 
sponded thoughtfully, “we do nee!

Isaiah Colclough waa only ll 
years old but be knew the por­ 
tentous meaning of that phrase 
“get the sack”.

Other findings for adjustment 
are:

Two items of $797.83 each 
against the general fund in fav­ 
or of the police and fire pension 
funds, also erroneous deposits; 
$48.05 against the civil divi­ 
sion of the municipal court in 
favor of the general fund: 
$205.93 against the special im­ 
provement fund in favor of the 
auto license fund for an erron­ 
eous deposit, and $563.69 against 
the auto license fund in favor 
of the special improvement fund. 
Theaters Behind In Fees 
Up to April 30, 1940, Bast Liver­ 
pool's five theaters owed the city 
$1,306 for licenses to Dec. 31, 
1940, "which should be collected 
immediately,” the examiner’s re­ 
port declared.

The examiner also noted $5,* 
451.02 that was due during his ex­ 
amination 
on 
"hold-over” 
bills 
from 1939. 
“Upon the closing date of this 
audit 
sufficient 
money 
was 
on 
hand to pay most of the bills. 
When this subject was brought to 
the attention of the officials they 
excused their action In not paying 
same by saying it was necessary 
to conserve their cash balance for 
future payrolls,” the examiner re­ 
ported. 
‘We do not believe this policy 
to be of sound business practice,” 
he commented. 
We also wish to 
state that the records disclose that 
no attempt was made by the di­ 
rector to secure from the auditor 
a certification as to funds being 
available before purchases were 
made,” he continued. 
“It Is essential to an economical 
and 
efficient 
administration 
of 
public affairs that a proper effort 
be made at all times to limit pur­ 
chases strictly within the amounts 
as appropriated and also within 
the actual amount of cash avail­ 
able to the credit of the fund 
against which particular purchases 
are being made.”

The examiner recommended “im 
mediate action” for the collection 
of $249,10 which the board of edu­ 
cation neglected, he said, to pay for 
curb and sidewalk work done st 
the Washington school.

African empire, of which he has been inordinately proud, are beginning 
to shake from the disaster which has overtaken hts army of conquest 
in the Libyan desert. 
While it woald be rash to draw sweeping conclusions from the 
Allies’ successes thus far, it Is**............... .... ....................................... 
Justifiable to say that their pro- 
press does In fact threaten the ex­ 
istence of Italy’s whole African 
structure. 
That means Libya, Ethiopia, Erit­ 
rea, italian Somaliland and British 
Somaliland which the Fascists cap­ 
tured last August when the British 
advisedly offered little resistance. 
The rapidly multiplying signs 
bring vividly to mind a graphic 
passage in British Premier Church­ 
ill’s recent appeal to the Italian 
people to throw ll Duce overboard. 
The danger undoubtedly exists 
that Churchill’s 
dire 
prediction 
may be fulfilled. Because of this, 
and the striking Greco-Biitish vic­ 
tories over the Fascists in Albania, 
London Is beginning to buzz with 
talk on an offensive against Italy 
Itself, with the idea of knocking 
Mussolini out of the war complete- 
ly. Such an ♦ operation also would 
tend to checkmate Hitler’* threat­ 
ened Invasion of Britain. 
Recognition of these facts would 
account in part for the German 
activity In the Balkans, lf the Al­ 
lied menace to Italy continues to 
increase, Hitler undoubtedly will 
attempt to counter it in some man­ 
ner.

Entire African Empire Of Mussolini Totters 


As Army Suffers N ew Blow In Libyan Clash

NBW YORK, Jan. IO—The far citad el of Signor Mussolini’* great 
African empire, of which he has been inordinately proud, are beginning 
to shake from the disaster which has overtaken his army of conquest 
Im the Libyan desert. 
While it would be rash to draw sweeping conclusions from the 
Allies' successes thus far, it i s * — — —---------------------------------------- 
Justifiable to say that their pro­ 
gress does in fact threaten the ex­ 
istence of Italy’s whole African 
structure. 
That means Libya, Ethiopia, Erit­ 
rea, Italian Somaliland and British 
Somaliland which the Fascists cap­ 
tured last August when the British 
advisedly offered little resistance. 
The 
rapidly 
multiplying 
signs 
bring vividly to mind a graphic 
passage in British Premier Church­ 
ill's recent appeal to the Italian 
people to throw ll Duce overboard. 
The danger undoubtedly exists 
that 
Churchill's 
dire 
prediction 
may be fulfilled. Because of this, 
and the striking Greco-Brltish vic­ 
tories over the Fascists in Albania, 
London is beginning to buzz with 
talk on an offensive against Italy 
Itself, with the idea of knocking 
Mussolini out of the war complete­ 
ly. Such an operation also would 
tend to checkmate Hitler's threat­ 
ened invasion of Britain. 
Recognition of these facts would 
account in part for the German 
activity in the Balkans. If the Al­ 
lied menace to Italy continues to 
iacrease, Hitler undoubtedly will 
attempt to counter it in some man­ 
ner.

In the end all depends upon

or meanly. These are times 
which try men’s souls, exposing 
most terribly what is low and 
false, revealing whatever is great 
and. therefore, high-hearted. 
There is no peace of mind for 
the frightened and no happiness 
left except among the brave. For 
in such times as these men rise 
to the occasion — making their 
duty their opportunity—or 
they 
hesitate and quiver and quake and 
stumble into the ditch.
